On page 9, please amend the full paragraph which bridges pages 
9 and 10 as follows: 

In the embodiment shown in Figure IB, the side panels IIB, 12B 
are provided with a short extension forming a drip edge. These 
extensions IIDE and 12DE form an installation guideway and tend to 
divert water from the wall. By adding the guideway /drip edges IIDE 
and 12DE, the inside curve of the flange and directs and guides 
downward placement onto the wall. The drip edges IIDE and 12DE are 
wider than the width of the fresh masonry wall FMW so that the wall 
protector can be easily positioned simply by placing it on the top 
of the wall and pressing downwardly. Thus, the installation 
involves engaging the sides of the wall adjacent the top with one 
end of the guideway and expanding the distance between the engaging
